Could Happen Again 


The imminence of a big- 


power showdown had much to 
do with the convocation of an 
international conference fiv3 
years ago on the Laotian 
situation. 
It 
could happen 


again, perhaps this time in- 
cluding talks on the Vietnam 
struggle. 


The record indicates that 


the Laotian situation in the 
early 60s was so dangerous 
that a conference was the 
only safe way out. The alter- 
native might have been a 
confrontation and even war 
among the big powers. A 
similar situation seems to be 
building up now. 


Though 
overshadowed by 


the magnitude of the Vietnam 
war to its east, Laos poses a 
smoldering danger of escala- 
tion. Students of Southeast 
Asian affairs speculate that 
Laos is so important that if 
there had been no-'' war in 
Vietnam there surely would 
have been one in the neighbor 
state, possibly more perilous 
from the standpoint of inter- 


national complications. Laos 
is a gateway to Burma and 
Thailand and a potential key 
to mastery of all Southeast 
Asia. 


'Decisive Action' 


In 1960, said a later British 


parliamentary review of Laos, 
"it was clear that the conflict 
could easily assume interna- 
tional dimensions and that 
decisive action must be taken 
to avert this danger." 


Laos 
demonstrated 
then 


that international action was 
possible, 
even 
though 
the 


whole story 
of the major 


powers' collaboration in Indo- 
china was a study in frustra- 
tion, and 
arrangements 
to 


deal with the dangers were so 
full of holes as to be nearly 
meaningless. 


Communist designs on all of 


Indochina seemed clear at the 
time 
of 
the 
1954 Geneva 


conference which partitioned 
Vietnam. Ho Chi Minh's North 
Vietnamese regime demanded 
recognition in Cambodia for 
the 
Communist-led " F r e e 


Khmer" forces and in Laos 
for the Neo Lao Hak Xat, 
political arm of the Pathet 
Lao forces. 


The Geneva agreements re- 


quired Ho's Viet Minh 
to 


withdraw from Laos. Pending 
settlement, the Pathet Lao 
was supposed to be restricted 
to two northern 
provinces, 


Phong Saly and San Neua. 
The United States and South 
Vietnam did not sign agree- 
ments. Hanoi did, on behalf 
of the Pathet Lao. 


The Communists chose to 


interpret the agreement as 
giving them exclusive control 
of the two provinces. They 
ignored a requirement to give 
free access there to the royal 
government. T h e r e were 
clashes with royal troops. By 
1959, the situation was deteri- 
orating rapidly. The Pathet 
Lao, backed by North Viet- 
nam and Red China, began a 
terrorist campaign. 
Pathet 


Lao troops launched a civil 
war. Laos appealed to the 
United Nations, and the Se- 
curity Council sent a commis- 
sion which reported the Com- 
munists were 
getting help 


from North Vietnamese regu- 
lar troops crossing the border.

D/recf Lies and the Right of the People 


In recent years there have been times 


when high American officials felt it was 
necessary to tell direct lies to the American 
public because of what were considered to 
be delicate international relations. One- 
time White House advisor Arthur Schles- 
inger Jr., conceded that he didn't tell the 
exact truth about what he knew was 
happening at the time of the Bay of Pigs 
affair in Cuba. Several weeks ago adminis- 
tration spokesmen flatly denied any sort of 
a barrier was being constructed in the DMZ 
between North and South Vietnam. And 
now it appears that the fs'nous Bay of 
Tonkin incident, used by President Johnson 
and his administration PS the reason for the 
first raids on the North, may even be in 
doubt. 


It seems that drafts of the Tonkin Bay 


Resolution, passed overwhelmingly by the 
United States Congress in August, 1964, 
had been prepared some time before the 
alleged attacks by North Vietnamese torpe- 
do boats on American destroyers. William 
Bundy, Assistant Secretary of State for Far 
Eastern Affairs, told the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee in a closed hearing 
more than two years after the incident that 
"we had contingent drafts, which, however, 
did not very closely resemble the actual 
draft, for some time . . . we had always 
anticipated, and as a matter of common 
prudence, I think, should have anticipated, 
the possibility that things might take a 
more drastic turn at any time and that it 
would be wise to seek an affirmation of the 
desires of and intent of the Congress. But 
that is normal planning." 


The doubt about 
the Tonkin Bay 


incident stems from something less than 
verification of a direct attack upon Ameri- 
can destroyers. One such attack almost 
certainly did take place on Aug. 2, 1964, 
and in broad daylight. But two days later 
the Pentagon reported that North Vietna- 
mese torpedo boats fired on two American 
destroyers. Four men said they saw the 


wake of a torpedo and there were sonar 
detections. Nothing was hit. Secretary of 
Defense Robert McNamara testifying for 
the resolution at the time it came to 
Congress, said that President Johnson 
already had made extensive military de- 
ployments as a result of the 
attack, 


including the moving of fighter-bomber 
aircraft into South Vietnam, transfer of an 
attack carrier group to the area and of 
interceptor and fighter bomber squadrons 
from the United States to advance bases in 
the Pacific, and the movement of antisub- 
marine forces into the South China Sea. 


In the hard matter of American se- 


curity, 
we might well be glad 
that 


President Johnson had taken such defen- 
sive measures, 
so different 
from 
the 


military reaction before Pearl Harbor. 
Certainly it is his responsibility as Com- 
mander in Chief to take such action when 
he feels it essential with or without Con- 
gressional resolutions. 


But there is a difference 
between 


preparation for possible attack and the 
manipulation of public opinion to which 
the administration so often seems to resort. 
When such manipulation is used, the 
further suspicion must arise, as it did 
following Pearl Harbor, too, of an actual 
incitement of such an attack as whatever 
happened at the Bay of Tonkin. Sen. Wayne 
Morse at the time charged that the attack 
was the result of ''an act of provocation" by 
the United States. At the very least there 
must be suspicion that the administration 
managed to use the Congress to justify a 
course it had already determined to follow 
and that the Congress, and indirectly the 
American people, must therefore be the 
subject of some amount of contempt on the 
part of high administration officials. 


We concede that national security at 


times demands the withholding of informa- 
tion and perhaps even the release of false 
information. But when the aim of such 
policies is to mislead the American public, 
there is something seriously wrong. 


The Confusion That Is Greece 


The apparent decision of King Constan- 


tine to return to his country despite the 
failure of his attempted coup is just one 
more chapter in what sometimes seems to 
be an unbelievable story. 


Last week the strong man of Greece, 


Premier George Papadopoulos, startled the 
graduating class of a military academy. The 
commandant had declared, "long live the 
nation! Long 
live the 
21st 
of 
April 


Revolution! Long live the cadet 
school!" 


Premier Papadopoulos then stood up and 
said "Long live the king!" Those who know 
the premier say this was no mistake but a 
carefully 
planned 
statement 
aimed 
at 


encouraging the return of King Constantine 
but only under the conditions set up by the 
military junta. 


Those conditions have been carefully 


enunciated but in the terminology of 
absolute rulers the world around. There 
will be a return to constitutional govern- 
ment and the king will have the right to 
dismiss governments — but only if the 
junta controlled Parliament fails to reach a 
majority decision. The public will have a 
chance to vote on the constitution, a matter 
that seldom proves anything since the 
alternative to a "yes" vote is no constitu- 
tion at all. But free elections will have to 
wait until "the aims of the revolution" have 
been achieved and there is "no danger of a 
Communist" coup. This, of course, is no 
free government at all and it is interesting 
that the current rulers of Greece don't 
want to take a chance on voting about 
communism. 


The junta wants the king back so as to 


make its diplomatic relations with the rest 
of the world somewhat easier. A lot of 
governments, including that of the United 


States, obviously have been unsure what to 
do since King Constantine fled. It has been 
argued that the military junta no longer 
has the status ot a legal government since it 
is supposed to be operating in a monarchy 
only there is no king. There has been no 
real belief that recognition would not 
eventually come except from some of the 
Scandinavian countries who feel some 
kinship with King Constantine. But having 
the king back in Athens could prevent 
decisions of an embarrassing nature from 
the governments of countries like the 
United States and much of Western Europe 
and some Communist countries as well who 
oppose self-appointed military regimes. 


The junta 
also has pardoned 
the 


remainder of the political prisoners seized 
at the time of the coup last spring. They 
include a naturalized American, Andreas 
Papendreou, who had been charged with 
treason. The amnesty move seemed aimed 
at public opinion outside of Greece but it 
certainly must also have been based upon a 
feeling of security that probably has grown 
with the regime since the failure of the 
king's move to overthrow it. The military 
authorities can well argue that the lack of 
interest in the proposed rebellion means 
that they can take chances with some 
amount of free speech. 


The American dedication to free gov- 


ernment and our own constitutional guar- 
antees jealously guarded make situations 
like that in Greece and numerous other 
countries difficult for us to understand or 
accept. But certainly our best course in an 
increasingly confusing world is to maintain 
our own standards, live up to them and 
hope to encourage others to follow similar 
ways by our success and not through 
military or even diplomatic pressures. 


VISTA Volunteerslncrease 


VISTA, the domestic version of the 


Peace Corps, has somehow seemed to lack 
the glamour and allure of its foreign 
cousin. But the statistics on applications 
this year tell another story. 


In 1967, VISTA applications went up 34 


per cent over the previous year. The trend 
is increasing. In November, for instance, 
applications were 62 per cent ahead of the 
same month in 1966. Written inquiries 
about the VISTA program are 75 per cent 
higher since July than during the same 
time a year ago. 


Meanwhile the Peace Corps applications 


have dropped 30 per cent this year. There 
are still more 
applying than can be 


accepted but the earlier enthusiasm about 


young people in particular for the program 
seems to have abated. 


Naturally there is speculation as to the 


reasons for the changes. The Peace Corps 
was highly publicized at first and may no 
longer be much in the public eye. But it is 
quite possible that the Twitch in interest k> 
VISTA indicates a general American disil- 
lusion with foreign affairs as well as a 
growing concern over substandard condi- 
tions in oui owr> country. The city's riots,

In Discussing Crime

Ail scientists know that find- 


ing a solution to a problem 
consists mainly in asking the 
right question in the right way 
— once you begin to ask the 
right question, you are half- 
way home to the right answer. 


And, contrariwise, they know 


that as long as you are asking 
the wrong question, you cannot 
make any headway, but keep 
going in circles. We have yet 
to apply this valuable lesson to 
the problems of our social 
order.

"What are the causes of 


crime?" we like to ask our- 
selves, alarmed at the rising 
crime rate in this country. But 
this is a non-question, and it 
can only give us a non-answer: 
becjuse "crime" is an omni- 
bus word that carries too 
many different and contradic- 
tory connotations 


We can roughly grasp the 


causes of crime in the slums 
— poverty, frustration, igno- 
rance, squalor, 
joblessness, 


and so on. But what about the 
causes of crime in the more 
affluent suburbs, where the 
crime rate has risen all out of 
proportion to its population, 
from eight to 16 per cent a 
year? 


None of the factors at work 


in the slums are operating 
here — on the contrary, (he 


suburbs are oriented toward 
youth, upward-mobility, ambi- 
tion, education, and the virtue 
of hard work. 


Even the newest dehquency 


phenomenon 
of the Hippie 


movement is mainly a middle- 
class reaction; most of the 
runaways into Hippiedom are 
from 
affluent 
and "respec- 


table" families, not from the 
poor and 
uneducated. And 


general delinquency in the 
suburbs, as everyone knows, is 
as great, per capita, as it is in 
the less advantaged areas of 
the city. 


No one would ask "What are 


the causes of disease?" Be- 
cause we know that there are 
many types of diseases, some 
of which flourish under some 
conditions, and others under 
others. What we try to do is 
understand e a c h particular 
Upe of disease, and not to 
apply the knowledge of one to 
the treatment of another. 


But with social questions, we 


p r e f e r sweeping generaliza- 
tions that only sweep the 
problems under the rug. We 
lump all "crime" together 
(which is like lumping measles 
with tuberculosis), and then 
we demand a "solution" that 
will apply with equal effect to 
all the disparate elements we 
are failing to consider. 


"Crime" is a meaningless 


abstraction, useful only for 
crude statistical or propagan- 
da purposes. There are only 
kinds of crime, committed in 
different places, by different 
people, for different reasons, 
under different circumstances, 
and with different ends. Until 
we begin asking the right 
questions about there specf'ic 
activities, our "solutions" will 
be as futile as Salk shots for 
syphillis.
